School board mulling changes

Big changes could be in the 
future of Edmonton 
Catholic Schools students: 
The closure of a north-end 
junior high with low enrol¬ 
ment, and year-round 
schooling for a downtown 
elementary/junior high. 

Catholic school officials 
recently revealed decisions 
from a public board meet¬ 
ing held Tuesday night, 
where it was decided St. 


Catherine Elementary/Ju¬ 
nior High, located at 10915 
— 110 St., would take on a 
year-round schooling pilot 
project in August 2010. 

Over 74 per cent of par¬ 
ents voted in favour of a 
“single-track” model, in 
which summer holidays 
are shortened to five 
weeks. Students take two 
weeks off in October and 
an additional week off dur¬ 
ing spring break. 

At the same meeting, a 
consultation process was 
approved for possible clo¬ 


sure for St. Mark Junior 
High, located at 11625 — 
135 St. 

Enrolment at the school 
has declined 25 per cent 
over the past five years. 
Though the school has a 
capacity for 477 students, 
only 164 are currently en¬ 
rolled — 111 in regular 
programs and 53 in special 
education programs. 

Administration will be¬ 
gin working with parents 
for feedback. The board 
will revisit the issue in the 
spring.

Mounties 
cleared In 
collision 

No wrongdoing in deadly 
pursuit of stolen car: Inquiry

A recently released fatality 
inquiry report has cleared 
RCMP officers of fault in 
the 2005 death of 21-year- 
old Sarah Jouppi, who 
died after a police chase 
ended in a fiery crash. 

Jouppi was a passenger in 
a vehicle police discovered 
was stolen after an officer 
spotted it leaving a known 
drug house in Vegreville 
around 4:30 a.m. on Oct. 10, 
2005. 

An RCMP corporal at¬ 
tempted to pull over the ve¬ 
hicle as it proceeded east- 
bound on Highway 16, 
though the driver accelerat¬ 
ed in an attempt to evade 
the officer. 

The driver, later identi¬ 
fied as Joseph Edward 
Openshaw, sped between 
140 and 160 kilometres per 
hour and turned south on 
Highway 36, though he 
quickly pulled a sharp U- 
tum, nearly colliding with 
the pursuing officer, who 
swerved into a ditch. 

Though the officer quick¬ 
ly recovered and turned 
around, he lost sight of the 
fleeing vehicle. 

He turned back on to 
Highway 16 and spotted the 
suspect vehicle speeding

east in the westbound 
lanes, though he slowed 
and let it speed ahead. 

Soon after, he discovered 
a vehicle engulfed in 
flames, that had been hit by 
the stolen vehicle. The offi¬ 
cer pulled the driver from 
the burning vehicle and 
dragged him to safety. 

About 110 metres away, 
the suspect vehicle was 
found turned on its side. 
Openshaw escaped the 
wreck, as did a man who 
was sitting in the back seat. 

Jouppi was found belted 
inside the vehicle. Severe 
head trauma sustained in 
the crash killed her instant¬ 
ly- 

A judge ruled her death 
was a direct result of Open- 
shaw’s criminal negligence, 
and that the RCMP officer 
followed proper pursuit 
policies. 

It was determined Open¬ 
shaw was on a multi-day 
crack binge at the time of 
the crash. 

He was sentenced to 16 
years in jail.

Hog farmers struggle to stay afloat 


As Canada's hog industry 
teeters on the brink of col¬ 
lapse, producer Herman Si¬ 
mons is thinking about his 
children and trying to be 
optimistic about the com¬ 
ing year. 

Simons moved to Canada 
from Holland 21 years ago 
with only two suitcases 


By the numbers

and a dream of owning his 


own hog farm. Working 
hard and encouraged by 
governments to expand, Si¬ 
mons saw his operation 
near Tees, Alta., flourish as 
he and other Canadian pro¬ 
ducers put pork on dinner 
tables around the world. 

But over the last three 
years thousands of hog 


farmers have been driven 
out of the industry by low 
prices, high production 
costs, protectionist U.S. 
trade rules and, more re¬ 
cently, by the effect of 
H1N1 on pork markets. 

Producer groups such as 
the Canadian Pork Council 
and Alberta Pork are trying 


to restructure the industry 
so it can compete in the 
face of a strong Canadian 
dollar and high feed costs. 

The long-term plan in¬ 
volves transforming the 
country’s pork from a 
mere commodity into a 
recognizable brand.

Prisoner 
beaten: Top 
general 


The country's top military 
commander reversed him¬ 
self yesterday and put ris¬ 
ing pressure on the 
government with the 
explosive assertion that a 
beaten and bloodied Cana¬ 
dian-captured prisoner 
was indeed abused by 
Afghan authorities prior to 

2007. 

The about-face by Gen. 
Walt Natynczylc — who 
had earlier insisted Canadi¬ 
ans had not detained the 
suspected Taliban in June 
2006 — undercuts one of 
the Conservative govern¬ 
ment’s key lines of defence 
in the widening controver¬ 
sy over the handling of in¬ 
surgent prisoners. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay has categorically 
insisted “there is not a sin¬ 
gle, proven allegation” of 
abuse prior to 2007. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper brushed aside the 
revelation by saying it “con¬ 
firms what we have been 
saying all along.” 

But, in a recalibration of 
the government’s position, 


Harper told the House of 
Commons that the military 
acted when they uncovered 
“substantive evidence” of 
abuse. Previously, Harper 
and MacKay have said there 
was no such evidence. 

Natynczylc’s revelation 
also raises questions about 
whether Canada violated 
international law by contin¬ 
uing to transfer prisoners 
to Afghan custody after it 
had evidence of abuse. 

The general skirted ques¬ 
tions about any potential 
political fallout and said 
he’s ordered a board of in- 
quiiy investigation into 
why neither he, nor his 
predecessor, Rick Hillier, 
saw a platoon comman¬ 
der’s report which detailed 
the prisoner’s capture. 

A University of Ottawa 
law professor says the re¬ 
port represents “incontro¬ 
vertible proof” that Canada 
should have stopped trans¬ 
fers right away and that 
continuing the practice 
means Ottawa has violated 
international law.

Cousin of slain N.B. teen faces murder rap 


The mother of a 16-year- 
old girl whose death and 
disappearance gripped res¬ 
idents of a small northern 
New Brunswick community 
says she feels a small meas¬ 
ure of justice after the vic¬ 
tim's cousin was charged 
with murder. 

RCMP charged Curtis 
Bonnell with first-degree 
murder after a massive in¬ 
vestigation into the death 
of his cousin, Hilaiy Bon¬ 
nell. 

“It’s a little bit of justice 
for my little girl,” Hilaiy’s 
mother, Pamela Fillier, said 
yesterday. “(But) it’s not 
over. It’s far from over.” 

The body of Hilaiy Bon¬ 
nell of Esgenoopetitj First 
Nation, also known as 
Burnt Church, was found 
last month buried in a re¬ 
mote wooded area that’s 
part of a former militaiy 
training area. 

She had been missing 



Hilary Bonnell 


since Sept. 5 after attending 
a house party the night be¬ 
fore on the reserve of 1,100, 
setting off an extensive 
search. 

Her last confirmed sight¬ 
ing was recorded on surveil¬ 
lance footage at a conven¬ 
ience store in the communi¬ 
ty- 

RCMP Insp. Roch Fortin 
said the investigation, 
which involved more than 
200 officers, was arduous 


from the beginning. 

“The investigation has 
been complex and we have 
had RCMP members literal¬ 
ly working around the 
clock since we first received 
the call that Hilaiy was 
missing,” Fortin told a news 
conference in nearby Tra- 
cadie-Sheila. 

“The support from Hi¬ 
laiy’ s family and from the 
people of the First Nation of 
Burnt Church has been ap¬ 
preciated.” 

He alleged that Curtis 
Bonnell acted alone, adding 
that the location where the 
girl’s body was found was 
very remote and that no 
one in the community 
should feel they failed by 
not finding her sooner. 

Bonnell has not had an 
opportunity to enter a plea 
and the murder charge 
against him has not been 
proven in court.

PLANE CRASH An investigation 
into a plane crash in Alberta 
that killed five people conclud¬ 
ed a similar crash could 
happen again. The Transporta¬ 
tion Safety Board found that 
the single-engine Piper aircraft 
was overloaded, the pilot 
lacked refresher training and 
the aircraft's gyroscope failed 
due to lack of maintenance.

Williams Engineering, and the 
crash near Wainwright killed 
company president Reagan 
Williams, two senior employ¬ 
ees and two contractors. 
CAMPING The B.C. Court of Ap¬ 
peal has upheld a lower court 
ruling that struck down a city 
of Victoria bylaw that banned 
camping in city parks by the 
homeless. A judge ruled last 
fall that it is unconstitutional to 
restrict camping in its parks if 
all shelter beds in the city are 
full.

Facebook rolls out changes 


web Facebook has rolled 
out promised changes to 
beef up privacy controls, al¬ 
lowing users to decide ex¬ 
actly who sees status up¬ 
dates, pictures and other 
content. 

Faceboolc’s 350 million 
users are now being 
prompted to update their 
privacy settings based on 
the new system of controls. 

Users can choose to make 
their information accessible 
to anyone on the Internet, 
only friends, friends of 
friends, or only specific peo¬ 
ple. Users can also choose to 
send content to all their 
friends with the exception 
of just one person or a few 


people — a boss, or an ex¬ 
boyfriend, perhaps. 

Facebook founder Mark 
Zuclcerberg signalled the 
changes were coming last 
week. The changes also fol¬ 
low updates to Facebook’s 
privacy policy posted in late 
October, which were in part 
based on recommendations 
filed by Canada’s privacy 
commissioner Jennifer 
Stoddart.

Gun control law more than a symbol 



This past weekend, groups 
across the country com¬ 
memorated the 20th an¬ 
niversary of the Montreal 
massacre. Families of the 
victims mourned their loss 
and recommitted to de¬ 
fending Canada’s gun con¬ 
trol law, which they called 
a monument to the memo¬ 
ry of the victims. 

Twenty years ago, a man 
walked into l’Ecole Poly¬ 
technique, separated the 
men from the women and 
screaming, “You are all a 


bunch of feminists,” killed 
14 young women and in¬ 
jured 13 others. His semi¬ 
automatic rifle — the 
Ruger Mini 14 — will soon 
be easier to get, thanks to 
Stephen Harper and other 
federal politicians. 

On Nov. 4, the House of 
Commons passed private 
member’s Bill C-391, a bill 
that will eliminate the 
need to register rifles and 
shotguns. Nervous opposi¬ 
tion politicians spooked by 
a well-financed American- 
style campaign targeting 
specific MPs backed the 
Conservatives over the ob¬ 
jections of virtually every 
public safety organization 
in the country. 

In spite of the focus on 
handguns and urban vio¬ 
lence, rifles and shotguns 
are a substantial propor¬ 


tion of the guns recovered 
in crime in this country. 
They are the guns most of¬ 
ten used to kill police offi¬ 
cers and the guns most of¬ 
ten used in domestic vio¬ 
lence and in suicides, par¬ 
ticularly involving youth. 

Registration ensures li¬ 
censed gun owners are 
held accountable for their 
firearms. If gun owners 
are licensed but guns not 
registered, there is no way 
to prevent legal gun own¬ 
ers from selling or giving 
guns to unlicensed and po¬ 
tentially dangerous peo¬ 
ple. 

Opponents of gun con¬ 
trol complain about the 
cost. But seven million 
guns have been registered. 
The money has been 
spent. The only guns that 
need to be registered go¬ 


ing forward are new guns 
or those being traded. The 
costs — $3 million a year 
— pale in comparison to 
the costs of gun injury and 
death. And police consult 
the system thousands of 
times each day in order to 
take preventative action. 

The law is much more 
than a symbol. Three hun¬ 
dred fewer people die 
from gunshots now com¬ 
pared to 1995, when the 
law passed. Our problem is 
not just the vocal and well- 
financed gun lobby. We 
can only hope that those 
who wore white ribbons to 
mark the memory of the 
women who died Dec. 6, 
1989, will now take ac¬ 
tion.

Survey finds many expecting retailers to cut their prices even further

The annual game of chick¬ 
en has begun in earnest. 

Consumers are waiting 
to see how long retailers 
can hold out before slash¬ 
ing prices even further as 
Christmas looms. 

With just 15 days left to 
shop, half of Canadians are 
only halfway through their 
holiday lists, a survey by 
Maritz Research Canada 
shows. 

That’s a higher number 
of people who are delaying 
their purchases than last 
year, said Rob Daniel, man¬ 
aging director. 

It will be worth the wait, 
other experts said. 

“There’s going to be a lit¬ 
tle game of chicken with 
the consumer,” said Willy 
Kruh, national partner 
with KPMG. “Consumers 


already saw prices being 
discounted early ... So 
they’re going to wait.” 

Shoppers are planning 
to spend $570 on gifts on 
average, the same amount 
as last year, and they’re 


again favouring stores that 
advertise low prices, the 
survey found. 

Wal-Mart Canada is the 
top holiday shopping desti¬ 
nation for the third year in 
a row with 65 per cent of 


consumers indicating they 
plan to shop there, follow¬ 
ed by Zellers and Canadian 
Tire, who tied at 43 per 
cent each, the survey 
found. 

Canadians rank sales 
and discounts, level of cus¬ 
tomer service, availability 
of staff and hours of opera¬ 
tion as the top four most 
important factors in decid¬ 
ing where to shop, the sur¬ 
vey found. 

Clothing is the top item 
on gift givers’ lists, fol¬ 
lowed by entertainment 
products and gift certifi¬ 
cates.

Zhu Zhu Pets riding the wave of holiday 



When Lori Fowlkes first 
saw robotic Zhu Zhu Pets 
toy hamsters in Septem¬ 
ber, she remembers her 
kids started jumping up 
and down and saying 
“Please! Please! Can we buy 
them?” 

Seeing a fully stocked 
shelf, she decided to hold 
off until Christmas. 

That was “before I knew 
that the hamsters would 
soon be off the shelves and 
more scarce than an 
H1N1 vaccine,” said 
Fowlkes, 32. 

Now she can’t 
find them any- 


Zhu Zhu Pets retail 
for about $10 and 
have quickly 
become this year’s 
must have Christmas 
gift. Retailers are 
scratching their heads at 
how it happened while par¬ 
ents are getting creative in the 
hunt. 


They’re in a field crowded 
with toy pets. The ham¬ 
sters, which scuriy around, 
make noises and drive 
cars, don’t always work the 
way you expect and have a 
limited range of action. 

“Honestly, I don’t really 
get it,” said BMO Capital 
Markets analyst Gerriclc 
Johnson. “But I don’t need 
to get it for a toy to be 
hot.” 

They have one big thing 
going for them in tough 
economic times: They’re 
cheap, Johnson said 

“The last couple of years 
the robotic pet has been 
veiy popular, but those 
have been very expensive,” 
like Hasbro’s $250 robotic 
dinosaur Kota the Tricer- 
atops, he said. “But here’s 
a version of a robotic 
pet that only costs 
$ 10 .” 

Zhu Zhu Pets, aimed at 
three- to 10-year-olds, have 
rushed in to fill the void. 


where. 

Zhu Zhu Pets, which re¬ 
tail for about $10, are this 
year’s bona fide must-have 
toy, following in the foot¬ 
steps of past crazes for 
Tickle Me Elmo and Cab¬ 
bage Patch Kids. On resale 
websites like eBay and 
Craigslist, they fetch $40 
or more. Vital accessories 
such as the hamster car 
and funhouse are sold sep¬ 
arately. By many 
counts, the toy 
is an unlike¬ 
ly hit. 


But unlike past “It” toys 
made by large manufactur¬ 
ers like Mattel’s Tickle Me 
Elmo and Tiger Electronic’s 
Furby, Zhu Zhu Pets are 
made by tiny Cepia Inc. of 
St. Louis, with just 16 em¬ 
ployees in the U.S. and 30 
in China, making their suc¬ 
cess even more unlikely. 

Creation of a craze 

Just six years old, Cepia 
previously worked on an 
electronic dispensing de¬ 
vice for consumer prod¬ 
ucts before turning to toys 
and its only other product, 
a line of light-up bears 
called Glo-E Bears. 

The company was start¬ 
ed by toy industry vet Russ 
Hornsby, 56. 

The success of Zhu Zhu 
Pets wasn’t entirely acci¬ 
dental. The company got 
the word out with a savvy 
mix of local cable ads and 
parties thrown by “mom¬ 
my bloggers.” 


Hornsby said he was 
hoping to sell three to four 
pets per store per week, 
but was secretly hoping for 
eight. The result, Hornsby 
said, was exponentially 
higher, though he 
wouldn’t say how much. 

“The rate was so aston¬ 
ishing everybody had to go 
back and pinch them¬ 
selves,” Hornsby said. Toys 
“R” Us pulled all of the test 
data to make sure it wasn't 
being manipulated, Horns¬ 
by said. 

Keeping up with 
demand 

For parents, the hamster 
hunt is intense. A Faceboolc 
fan site tracks parent’s 
search for the toys. Hornsby 
said he got a call at on his 
cellphone from a mom ask¬ 
ing for hamsters. 

“They’re calling because 
they're upset and they feel 
we’re not doing a good 
enough job getting mer- 


success 

chandise on the shelves,” 
Hornsby said. 

But with retailers being 
extra cautious with orders 
this year following the dis¬ 
mal holiday season last 
year, the maker has had to 
scramble to make enough 
to catch up to demand. 

Toy analyst Jim Silver at 
Timetoplaymag.com said it 
was late fall by the time 
Cepia and retailers realized 
how popular the toys were, 
and by that time it was diffi¬ 
cult to increase production. 

“You can’t just go to Chi¬ 
na and flip a switch,” he 
said. But in the past three 
months, the company has 
added three more factories 
in China. 

“Retailers are airlifting in 
millions of products,” 
Hornsby said. 

Hornsby estimates the 
company will sell $100 mil¬ 
lion in Zhu Zhu Pets by the 
end of the year.

Old Man Winter doesn't 
like your house. 

It’s not you. It’s him. 
With his combination of 
freezing temperatures, 
roaring winds and heaps 
of snow, how can the guy 
resist inching his way into 
every window crack, 
flooding unprotected 
nooks, and picking apart 
a structure so inferior to 
his climatic wrath? 

But don’t worry just yet; 
it’s not too late to restore 
your blizzardy bond. Merv 
McBride, owner of home 
improvement chain 
Handyman Connection 
says by taking a few, eco¬ 
nomical steps to winter¬ 
ize your home, you can 
ward off damage and save 
money on home heating 
bills. 

“When winterizing 
your home, you’re really 
thinking about three 
things: Energy conserva¬ 
tion and how to save mon¬ 
ey, how to preserve air 
quality and how to avoid 
any damage to your 
home,” he says. 


The greatest instance of 
damage for homes in loca¬ 
tions that experience 
freeze-thaw cycles — like 
Southern Ontario and the 
West Coast — is the for¬ 
mation of ice-dams, says 
McBride. That’s when 
heat escapes through in¬ 
adequate insulation in the 
attic, melting rooftop 
snow, damaging shingles 
and even leaking through 
the roof. 

To prevent ice-dams, 
McBride suggests in¬ 
stalling fresh batt or blow- 
in insulation. While it can 
get pricey, he says, “It’s 


probably small in compar¬ 
ison to the money you’re 
losing with the heat going 
through the ceiling, espe¬ 
cially if you’re in a very 
cold climate.” 

Flooding can also result 
from clogged eaves 
troughs, which McBride 


suggests clearing out well 
before winter descends. 
“If that water can’t get 
away, it ends up running 
over the edge of the eaves 
and down to the founda¬ 
tion of your home,” he 
says, “The ground’s 
frozen, the warmest part 


is near the house and if 
you get a lot of water built 
up against the founda¬ 
tion, it could escape into 
your home.” 

As a general tip for 
homeowners across Cana¬ 
da, McBride says checking 
for, and sealing cracks in 
windows and doors can 
reduce escaping heat and 
utility bills. 

“If it’s a crack in the 
frame, caulking is the way 
to go to seal that hole. If 
it's a loose window in the 
frame, your only choice is 
to put weather stripping 
in there.” To make sure 


your sealing is successful, 
turn off the lights, look 
outside and if you see 
light, McBride says it 
means air is entering and 
the crevasse must be cov¬ 
ered. 

Beyond conserving heat 
and protecting physical 
structure, taking strides 
to ensure there’s good air 
quality in your home can 
promote good winter 
health. For grade-A air, 
McBride proposes having 
your furnace professional¬ 
ly checked each season 
and ensuring furnace fil¬ 
ters are completely clean.

Old friends tackle post-apartheid 


Nelson Mandela made it 
clear that Morgan 
Freeman was the man he 
would want to play him in 
a film. 

When it came time to 
play Mandela in Invictus, 
Freeman told producing 
partner Lori McCreary that 
he had two men in mind 
to direct the film, which 
dramatizes Mandela’s part¬ 
nership with a South 
African rugby star (played 
by Matt Damon) to rally 
their post-apartheid coun¬ 
trymen behind the team’s 
underdog quest for the 
1995 World Cup. 

“I said, ‘I can only think 
of two. Clint Eastwood, 
and then there’s Clint East- 
wood.’ He’s the best direc¬ 
tor I know,” Freeman says 
of the filmmaker who gave 
him a plum role in Unfor¬ 
given and an Academy 
Award-winning part in Mil¬ 
lion Dollar Baby. 

Freeman’s comment 
comes moments before 
Eastwood enters the room 
for a joint interview, ami¬ 
able banter and wisecracks 
ensuing as the two long¬ 
time friends and col¬ 
leagues talk about their 
third collaboration. 

Informed of the compli¬

ment Freeman had just 
paid him as his only choice 
to direct Invictus, East- 
wood shoots back: “That’s 
very kind of him.

Freeman follows with a 
reminder that Eastwood 
had once “stood up in pub¬ 
lic with a microphone and 
called me the best actor in 
the world.” 

The exchange continues:

You al¬ 
ways go for the 
best.” 

Eastwood: “I 
do pride myself 
on that. I be¬ 
lieve in sur¬ 
rounding myself 
with the very best 
people, and that 
cuts down the margin 
for error, and that covers 


my inadequacies.” 

Freeman: “And he says, 
he can stand back and let 
them do their thing, then 
take all the credit.” 

With Invictus, Freeman 
was the first man on 
board, sending the script 
Eastwood’s way, hoping 
his friend would want to 
direct. 

Freeman had been meet¬ 
ing with Mandela since the 
1990’s with the idea of 
adapting the jailed-activist- 
turned-president’s memoir 
Long Walk to Freedom for 
the big-screen. Then jour¬ 
nalist John Carlin told 
Freeman about his book, 
Playing the Enemy: Nelson 
Mandela and the Game 
That Made a Nation, re¬ 
counting the new South 
African president’s cheer¬ 
leading that united 
whites and blacks 
behind the na¬ 
tional rugby 
team. 

The ef¬ 
fort de¬ 
fined the 
healing 
spirit Man¬ 
dela brought 
to the nation, 
Freeman says.

INGREDIENTS: 

75 ml (1/3 cup) ground 
almonds 

250 ml (1 cup) water 

125 ml (1/2 cup) butter, 

cut into cubes 

15 ml (1 tbsp) granulated 

sugar 

Pinch salt 

250 ml (1 cup) all-purpose 
flour 

4 eggs 

FILLING INGREDIENTS 

250 ml (1 cup) 18 per cent 
table cream or 10 per cent 
half-and-half cream 
30 ml (2 tbsp) granulated 
sugar 

15 ml (1 tbsp) cornstarch 
2 eggs 

90 g (3 oz) bittersweet 
dark chocolate, chopped 

5 ml (1 tsp) vanilla 

175 ml (3/4 cup) sliced al¬ 
monds, toasted 

DRIZZLE INGREDIENTS 

60 g (2 oz) bittersweet 
dark chocolate, chopped 
75 ml (1/3 cup) 18 per 
cent table cream or 10 per 
cent half-and-half cream 

METHOD: 

• In a medium saucepan, 
toast almonds over medi¬ 
um heat, stirring 
constantly, for about 2 
minutes or until golden 
and fragrant. Transfer to a 
bowl; set aside. 

• In same saucepan, com¬ 
bine water, butter, sugar 
and salt; bring to a boil 
over high heat. Remove 
from heat and add flour 
and toasted almonds. 

With a wooden spoon, stir 
vigorously until a ball of 
dough forms and comes 
away from the sides of the 
pan. 

• Add 1 of the eggs and 
stir vigorously until incor¬ 
porated. Repeat, adding 
eggs one at a time, 
beating until dough is 
smooth, paste-like and 
slightly shiny. 

• Bake in top and bottom 
third of oven rotating 


pans halfway for about 20 
minutes or until puffed 
and golden and they 
sound hollow when 
tapped on the bottom. 

• Turn oven off. Remove 
baking sheets from oven; 
with the tip of a paring 
knife, poke a slit in the 
side of each profiterole. 
Let stand for 15 minutes. 
Filling: In a small 
saucepan, heat cream 
over medium heat until 
steaming. In a bowl, 
whisk sugar with 
cornstarch; whisk in eggs 
until blended. Gradually 
whisk hot cream into egg 
mixture in thin, steady 
stream. 

• Return to saucepan. 
Cook over medium-low, 
whisking constantly for 3 
to 8 minutes or until 
thick. Stir in chocolate 
and vanilla until melted. 
Transfer to a cool bowl; 
place plastic wrap directly 
on the surface and refrig¬ 
erate until chilled, 1 to 2 
hours or for up to 2 days. 

• Chocolate Drizzle: In a 
heatproof bowl set over a 
saucepan of simmering 
water, melt chocolate and 
cream, stirring until 
smooth; keep warm. 

• To serve: Cut 
profiteroles in half cross¬ 
wise, almost but not all 
the way through. Spoon 
about 15 ml (1 tbsp) 
filling into each 
profiterole, sprinkle with 
toasted almonds and cov¬ 
er with profiterole top. 
Place 3 on each serving 
plate.

debt herself, Los Angeles 
court papers show. 

Cage stated in an 
October lawsuit he 
faces financial ruin 
after allegedly being 
duped by a former J

Levin. The actor currently 
owes $6.3 million in back 
taxes, recently defaulted 
on a $2 million loan, and 
has begun a massive sell- 
off of homes, cars, yachts 
and other possessions to 
recoup his losses. 

Fulton, 42, a former ac¬ 
tress, says she was provid¬ 
ed an L.A. home years ago 
by Cage in exchange for 
raising Weston, and be¬ 
lieved the property was 
under her name. 
That is until 
September, 
x when Cage al- 
1 ) legedly served 
her with a 60- 
1 day notice to 
f get out. 



Fulton says that because 
of Cage and Levin’s negli¬ 
gence, she now owes the 
IRS more than $1 million, 
in addition to $250,000 in 
unpaid credit card debt. 
She says the credit card 
was supposed to be paid 
off regularly by Cage and 
that fraudulent charges 
were racked up by a staffer 
hired by the actor who did¬ 
n’t undergo a sufficient 
background check. 

All told, Fulton says 
damages to her exceed 
$13 million.
